1.     In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  Vie  covenants  herein  contained.  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  tets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

In  the  County  of  Tarrant  State  of  TEXAS,  containing  0,2321  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  Interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by  reversion, 
prescription  or  otherwise},  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  rton  hydrocarbon  substances 
produced  in  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations).

Lessor  hereby  grants,  assigns  and  conveys  unto  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  a  perpetual  subsurface  well 
bore  easement  under  and  through  the  leased  premises  for  the  placement  of  well  bores  (along  routes  selected  by  Lessee)  from  oil  or  gas  wells  the  surface  locations  of  which  are 
situated  on  other  tracts  of  land  and  which  are  not  intended  lo  develop  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  and  from  which  Lessor  shall  have  no  right  to  royalty  or  other 
benefit.

15.  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  lo  defend  title  conveyed  to  Lessee  hereunder,  and  agrees  that  Lessee  at  Lessee's  option  may  pay  and  discharge  any  taxes, 
mortgages  or  liens  existing,  levied  or  assessed  on  or  against  the  leased  premises.  If  Lessee  exercises  such  option.  Lessee  shall  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  or  the  party  lo 
whom  payment  is  made,  and.  in  addition  to  its  other  rights,  may  reimburse  itself  out  of  any  royalties  or  shut-in  royalties  otherwise  payable  lo  Lessor  hereunder.  In  Die  event 
Lessee  is  made  aware  of  any  claim  inconsistent  with  Lessor's  title.  Lessee  may  suspend  the  payment  of  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  without  interest,  until  Lessee 
has  been  furnished  satisfactory  evidence  thai  such  darm  has  been  resolved.

DISCLAIMER  OF  REPRESENTATIONS:  Lessor  acknowledges  that  oil  and  gas  lease  payments,  in  the  form  of  rental,  bonus  and  royalty,  are  marfcet  sensitive  and 
may  vary  depending  on  multiple  factors  and  that  this  Lease  is  the  product  of  good  faith  negotiations.  Lessor  understands  that  these  lease  payments  and  terms  are 
final  and  that  Lessor  entered  Into  this  lease  without  duress  or  undue  Influence.  Lessor  recognizes  that  lease  values  could  go  up  or  down  depending  on  market 
conditions.  Lessor  acknowledges  that  no  representations  or  assurances  were  made  In  the  negotiation  of  this  tease  that  Lessor  would  get  the  highest  price  or 
different  terms  depending  on  future  market  conditions.  Neither  party  to  this  lease  will  seek  to  alter  the  terms  of  this  transaction  based  upon  any  differing  terms 
which  Lessee  has  or  may  negotiate  with  any  other  lessors/oil  and  gas  owners.
